Lemberg Defended by Women, 

Children and Boy Scouts 
Chicago. — In a letter received by 
John F. Smulski, president of the Na- 
tional Polsi department, Madame 
Paderewski, wife of the pianist and 
premier of Poland, described condi- 
tions in Poland as “pitiful,” and said

Previous conflicts involving the em- 
pire, he said, had been fought “with 
the fleet, gold and a proportionately 
small army,” but this time the whole 
nation had been engaged. For every 
American mother who had lost a boy, 
he added, 15 British and 20 French 
mothers were in mourning for the

ous inflience On popular sentiment, at 
least in Great Britain, for an instru- 
mentality offering a chance of pre- 
venting future wars. 

In France, where Sir Frederick re- 
cently travelled extensively, he assert- 
ed that desire was paramount to make 
Germany impotent as security for 
France’s future safety, But he pre- 
dicted that as soon as the terms of 
the league were settled French opin- 
ion would be more favorable than at 
present,

Bombed Some | 
Important Towns 


Germans Cannot Stand Attacks 
the We, Londoners Did 


_ During the month of August, 1918, 
the independen, force, Royal Air 
Force, mace successful raids upon no 
fewer than 21 imp-rtant towns in 
Germany, in addition to a_ large 
nomber of raics upus such German 
aircraft stations as Buhl, Boulay, 
Freisdorf, Morhange, ete., and other 
military objectives, 

The to 1 sight of bombs dropped 
in the course of these aids is well 
over 100 tons, as compared with 48 
tons in May, 66 tons in June, and 81 
tons in July © st. 

The German territory thus brought 
definitely into the war zone “by 
British airmen represents a belt of 
the R.ine valley roughly 250 miles 
long, from Cologne in the north to 
the Grand Duchy of Baden in the 
¢eouth, a region crowded with war 
industries, and intersected by a rail- 
way system of vital strategic import- 
ance to the Gerntan army in France. 


This latter fact explatms the high 
eet ib of the British raids wlich 
have been specially directed against 
the key railway centres in the Khine 
provincts, notably those at Thion- 
ville, and Metz-sablon. During the 
period June-August, 1918,, the fam- 
ous railway triangle at Metz-Sabion 
and the junctic . at Thionville have 
been raided no fewer than 46 times. 
Many photographs taken during these 
raids confirm the extent and magni- 
tude of the damage caused. 

Thus, at Metz-Sablon during a sin- 
gle raid, an engine shed known — to 
contain 25 engines, was hit, two trains 
on the southernmost track on the 
south arm of the triangle were burn- 
ed out, and several other tracks in 
the same arm were scriously dam- 
aged. Although slight damage to 
permanent way can usually be patch- 
ed up in a tew hours, there is a 
photographic evidence to show that 

é repeated raids, of British airmen 
upon tis important railway junction 
have, at frequent intervals, very ma- 
terially reduced its war traffic, which 
has apparently often been held up 
for many hours at a time when quick 
and regular transport of munitions 
was most vital to Germany’s military 
necds. 


At Thionville, bombs dropped by 
British airmen on July 16, started a 
big tire, which, fanned by a strong 
southwesterly wind, developed into a 
huge conflagration that was only ar- 
rested on the river bank. Photo- 

raphs taken the following day clear- 
y show thé charred remains .of sev- 
eral trains on the track, while the 
goods station itself, and some import- 
ant riverside buildings _were com+ 
pletely burned out. 

The big industrial centres on the 
Rhine, contain in addition to import- 
ant railway junctions, some of the 
largest munition, poison gas and 
electrical undertakings in Western 
Germany. These legitimate military 
objectives lave been repeatedly at- 
‘tacked by British airmen with very 
marked effect. Thus the factories at 
Mannheim, including the notorious 
Badische poison gas works, have 
been heavily bombed no fewer than 
eleven times; the works and railway 
station at Saarbrucken eight times; 
the factories, station and barracks at 
Coblenz, five times; Karlsruhe five 
times; Frankfort-on-the-Khine three 
times; Stuttgart twice; Zweibrucken 
twice; Cologné twice, ete. 

The material results of these raids 
have been very considerable, At 
Mannheim, in the course of three 
consecutive night raids, extensive 
damage (confirmed by_ photographs) 
was caused to the Badische poison 
gas works, including the partial des- 
truction of the sulphuric acid and 
nitric vitriol factory and the aniline 
department, while much damage was 
also caused to two large buildings 
north of the laboratory. At Cologne, 
Coblenz and Mannheim a __ heavy 
death roll attended the attacks of 
British airmen upon military objec- 
tives at those places. 3 

An immediate effect of the raids 
has been the compulsory withdrawal 
by the Germans of a large number 
Oy tea teons from the fighting fronts 
for the defence of the Rhine, Whilst 
these concentrations have not pre- 
vented a single British squadron from 
reaching its chosen objectives, the 
haunts of these enemy forces have 
not been neglected by the R.A.F..in- 
dependent force, Thus, in the period 
June-August inclusive, Boulay air- 
drome has been heavily bombed no 
fewer than 32 times; Morlhange 14 
times; Buh! 13 times; Freisdorf 8

Japan. Though his rank, like that of 
other reyalties whose position in the 
state precludes them from being 
masters of their own movements, has 
limited the prince to the staff job 
assigned him by imperial 
headquarters in France, he has been 
frequently in the trenches, and times 
innumerable under brisk shell fire 
His knowledge of languages and wide 
exerience make him most useful in 
liason work and he is often on the 
move between the Canadians and the 
varidus British and French armies 
And yet to friends the prince speaks 
almost contemptuously of his work 
and regrets most keenly that fortune 
has not permitted him a more active 
part.

FORESTRY FOROS. 
—pemecea 
Canadians Help the Allies With Asean 
and Saws. 


Timber for war purposes became 
urgently needed as the War went oa, 
and in February, 1916, Bomar Law, 
then Secretary of States for the 
Colonies, cabled for help from Cam- 
ada. Canada’s loyal reaction was ie-— 
stantaneous. Battalion after ba 
ion of foresters was reerwited u 
the Canadian forestry corps was i 
being and the Canadian axes amd 
saws were musical over large 
of woodland in Great Britain 
France, / 

Within three months from the 
ceipt of Mr. Law’s cablegram, No. & 
detachment of the first forestry ba 
talion recrujted had established i 
self in Windsor Great Park, England 
and was delivering timber to the Im 
perial/ authorities. One month late 
Gen, (then colonel) Alexander Mae- 
dougall reported favorably on certaém 
forests offered by the French Goverm 
ment for exploitation, and in Novem 
ber, 1916, drafts of Canadians were 
leaving England to cut trees and saw 
logs across the channel. 

Canada equipped its forestry foreas 
with its own machinery. Bat 
split up into companies of about 1 
men, were sent into the bush in wide- 
ly scattered parts of Great Britain 
and France. Among them were some 
workers of the highest skill, and oth- 
ers—-though every Canadian is “borm 
with an axe in his hand’’——-who had 
almost everything to learn about im 
tensive forestry on a considerable 
scale, Each company had its tree 
fellers and loaders, its sawmill, its 
varied mill employes, and its light 
railway builders. Hutmentd sprang 
up magically, the Y.M.C.A. came with 
its bright and practical service, vege- 
table gardens, pigs and poultry were 
added, and the camps took settled 
form as hard-working forestry com- 
munities, PET 

At present forty of these Canadian 
companies are operating in Great 
Britain and sixty in France. The te 
tal number of men engaged in the 
two countries is near 30,000. Of 
these some 800 are officers. Besides 
the Canadians working in Great Bri- 
tain there are 819 Portuguese, 43@ 
Finns and 589 prisoners of war. ia 
France the prisoners of war attaehed 
te the Canadian forestry corps num- 
ber nearly 5,000. While there have 
been no war casualties In the corpe— 
though,many of the millg‘in the fight- 
ing zone have been under bombard- 
ment from the land and from the air 
—by far the greater number of the 
Present employes are men who have 
been wounded or who fell ill in bat 
tle service.

~ EDITORIAL 
“Memorials to Our Soldiers 


A subject which is engaging 
attention of the people of Canada, 
whether they be resident in a metro- 
politan city or in the ‘smallest ham- 
let, is the manner in which they can 
best and most appropriately com- 
memorate the memory of their fel- 
low Canadian citizens who, in “the 
service of their country and Empire, 
gave their lives in the Great War, 
There is no difference of opinion that 
some fitting memorial should _ be 
erécted in each centre of population 
in this Dominion, large or small. 
There is also unanimity of opinion 
that in every instance the memorial 
should be just as fine as it is within 
the capabilities of the people to pro- 
vide. The only qestion is what 
form these memorials should take. 

Recalling the magnificent memor- 
ial monunients, shafts, statues, arches, 
fountains, museums, and other struc- 
tures to be found on every hand 
throughout the countries of the Old 
World, one realizes that in this new 
country of Western Canada there is 
a sad lack of-these artistic and in- 
spiring structures. Of course our 
history has been brief, and but as a 
passing moment in the life of a na- 
tion. “We have, of necessity, been 
obliged to confine attention very 
largely to the provision of the more 
practical and utilitarian needs of our 
pioneer condition. But the time has 
now arrived when it becomes our 
duty to commemorate in some per- 
manent manner the glorious memory 
of our soldiers, and to do so in such 
a way as to provide a source of in- 
spiration for all future generations of 
Canadians, 

In some sections of the Dominion 
there appears to be a tendency to 
exploit this universal desire to pro- 
vide fitting memorials to our sol- 
diets by erecting some building “or 
institution which is,a need of the 
community in any event, This is not 
the-sight spirit, and it should be-dis- 
couragégy. No attempt should be 
made to capitalize public sympathy 
with the idea of a memorial in order 
to provide some service which soon- 
er or later would have to be provided 
in the public interest. Whatever 
form the memorial may take, it 
should be proyided because it is a 
memorial, and not because of any 
other motive. 

Each community will, of course, de- 
cide for itself the form and character 
of the memorial to its own fallen 
heroes. In some places it has been 
suggested that this should take the 
form of an endowment fund for the 
better education of the children of 
the poorer people, and thus give 
them an equal opportunity with the 
children of the more well-to-do-The 
establishment of orphanages, hospi- 


tions is urged in other places. In 
some of the smaller communities the 
erection of a simple tablet or monu- 
ment is advocated, while in larger 
centres a lofty shaft or stately mon- 
ument or magnificent arch is felt to 
be most suitable. 

The character of the memorial, im- 
portant as it may be, is, after all, not 
the most important consideration, 
What is important is the spirit ani- 
mating the people in providing the 
memorial, and the lasting effect it 
will have on the life of the

This applies particularly ' 
jto the growing of hogs on __ forage, | 
jand finally putting on the finish in 
the corn field. It has been proved 
that a more profitable gain for the} 
feed consumed can be made this way 
then by hand feeding methods. The | 
practice of grazing cattle on legumes 
|should be more common, hoth from 
|the standpoint of labor and that of 
restoring fertility. 

In order to use labor to best ad- 
vantage, work must be carefully 
|planned ahead. The chief advantage 
of a carefully made plan at the be- 
ginning of the year, and a follow-up 
system to keep tab on the work from 
day to day, ig that it keeps before 
the operator the things that need to 
be done. This will help him in de-| 
ciding which needs to be done first 
and in fitting the various jobs to- 
gether in such a way that the great- 
est amount of work may be done 
with the time and energy available. 

Odd jobs, if neglected, become fix- 
ed work after a time; and every such 
miscellaneous job that has been neg- 
lected on rainy days means practically 
a waste of time if done at a time 
when every hour is of greatest im- 
portance in producing or saving a 
crop. 

A shortage of farm labor will still 
exist in wartimes even by practising 
the strictest economy. To supply this 
shortage we must draw from other 
sources. Many retired farmers, even 
if physically unfit for hard labor, will 
be valuable in directing unskilled la- 
bor, and practically are skilled men 
in managing farms and handling ma- 
chinery, The rush season on the 
farm is invariably the dull season for 
merchants in the small towns, Here 
is an opportunity for the merchant 
to be of real service to the farmer by 
allowing some of his help to supply 
the labor shortage on the farm at this 
time. Here is an opportunity for the 
merchant to become an associate of 
the farmer rather than a rival.

Industry is Delayed 


Lack of Steel Holds Back Building 
of Ships 


An Ottawa report states that in 
the early months of last spring, upon 
plans evolved by Hon. C. C. Ballan- 
tyne, minister of marine and of the 
naval service, the government enter- 
ed upon an ambitious project of 
shipbuilding, designed for the imme- 
diate future, to help supplv the war 
time deficiency in tonnage, but also, 
to lay the basis of a permanent mer- 
cantile marine industry. 

Standard plans were drawn up, 
yards established, contracts awarded 
and keels laid. Considerable progress 
has been made, but, while there will 
be no yariation in the plan, a situa- 
tion has now been reached where the 
industry in several yards is seriously 
delayed for lack of steel. The supply 
has to come from the United States, 
and it is not coming to the extent of 
the allotment arranged for 

At the very inception of the pro- 
gram steps were taken to secure the 
requisite supply of steel plates till 
the Ist of July next. The allotment 
| comprised about 80,000 tons, and the 
department proceeded to develop its 
plans upon such lines. Now at sev- 
eral of the ) rds, work is seriously 
impeded for want of plates. The de- 
liveries are very much short of the 
proportion that is due. 


The reason assigned for the de- 
layed deliveries — and it is well 
understood here—is that ‘the de- 


mands upon the American steel pro- 
duction are enormous and beyond 
expectations, owing to the greatly 
enlarged war plans and the conse- 
quental increased requirements of the

ONLY WAY TO MAKE AMENDS FOR WRONGS DONE 


The New York Outlook Suggests a Line of Action That Might 
Be Taken in Order to Secure Reparation for Some of the 
Loss Through the Ravages of the Enemy 


It is just that Germany repair, as 
far as money can repair, the damage 
she has inflicted upon France and 
Belgium, Her obligation to furnish 
such reparation is explicitly 
ed by the Hague convention which 
she has signed, and in the case of 
Belgium by the statement made by 
the German prime minister, to the 
Reichstag at the opening of the war. 


It is just that she give to the allies 
from her ports a ship for every one 
which she has lawlessly sunk at sea. 

lt is just that the cost of this re- 
paration be made to fall as far’ as 
possible on the individuals in Ger- 
man who are responsible for the 
Condens of the war rather than on 
the cominon people who have been 
coerced or deluded into giving it their 
support. 

Therefore it would be just to take 
possession of Germany as Germany 
took possession of Belgium, and con- 


recogniz- 


’now;fiscate the property of the war lords 


including the kaiser, confiscate the 
Krupp works and all other munition 
factories, confiscate the landed ro- 
perty of the Junker class without 
whose support the war would not 
and could not have been maintained, 
and use the proceeds of these con- 
fiscations in paying the damages due 
to Belgium and France. 

It would be just to split the great 
estates into small holdings and sell 
them to peasants on some adequate 
security that thev would occupy and 
cultivate them, This would be just 
because such a peasant occupation of 
the land would be the best practical 

uarantece against militarism in the 
uture, 


It would be just to dismantle the 
forts, reduce the fleet, and do what- 
ever is mecessary in the disorgan- 
ization or reorganization of the army 
to give reasonable assurance that it 
would not and could not be again 
used in a war of conquest, 

It would be just to bring to trial 
and condign punishment any who, in 
violation of the laws of war and of 
the explicit convention of the Hague 
signed by Germany, have been guilty 
of the crime of murder. : 

In short, it would be just to put 
Germany in the hands of a receiver 
who would pay its just debts to 
France and Belgium and in the hands 
of a guardian who would provide pro- 
tection for the German people and 
their neighbors from the madmen 
who have bankrupted their Father- 
land and brought upon the civilized, 
world this unparalleled tragedy. 

It would be just to put an amy of 
occupation in Germany until ~ these 
acts of justice were accomplished.

A Floating Electric 
Power Station 


Used to Great Advantage During 
the War re 

One of the many British “freak” 
vessels produced during the war is the 
floating electric power station, offi- 
cially known as C.D. 258. Although 
it was formerly a ship, it was under 
the control of the war office, not the 
admiralty, having been secured for 
the service of the Directorate of in- 
land waterways and docks. Its func- 
tion was to supply electric current 
when and where required for the mis- 
cellaneous operations of this depart- 
ment in connection with docks, har- 


bors and canals used for military 
transport. At a distance this vessel 
might pass for a- gunboat without 


guns; technically it is described as a 
steel barge. Amidships is a complete 
electric power station of 1,000 horse 
power, designed so that practically 
any type of electrical installation can 
be fed from this source. Two oil 
tanks, each with a capacity of 20 tons 
and an electrically driven workshop 
wit lathe, drilling machine, and oth- 
er repair plant, complete the main 
part of the equipment. While this 
“universal electric provider” is the di- 
rect outcome of war conditions, simi- 
lar equipments are likely to be very 
useful in the construction of sea and 
river works. They are also worth 
considering for the permanent supply 
of electricity to riverside towns where 
owing to the the sub-soil 
and other local conditions, an ordin- 
ary power station would be difficult 
of erection on a site convenient for 
water and fuel supply. In remot 
parts of the world a floating oil pow 
er electric station could probably b« 
installed and run much more cheaply 
than a land station.
